HEREAS by Our late Pzoclamation Wee declared Our pleaſure 
foz pꝛoꝛoguing the Parliament from the Sixteenth day of Februa- 
ric laſt paſt, vnto the Fiftcenth day of this inſtant March; Mow fo 
weightie andimpoztant reaſons, Wee, with the aduice of Our Pꝛiuie 
Counſell. haue reſolued to pꝛoꝛogue the laid Parliament pet further, 
| bnto the Twentieth day of April now next enſuing: And to the end. 
e that, aſwell the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozall, as the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſſes of Parliament, may ſpare and fozbeare their 
attendance accozdingly , wee haue thought fit by this Pꝛoclamation, to publiſh and declare Our 
reſolution and intention therein; So that none of them (other then ſuch as foꝛ other occaſions 
ſhall happen to be in London oꝛ Weſtminſter, who may attend the making of the ſaid Pꝛoꝛogation) 
ſhall be bound to appeare the ſaid Fifteenth day of March at the ſaid Citie of Weſtminſter, but are to 
bold their appearance and meetingthere, vpon the ſaid Twentieth day of April next tomming, to 
treate, conſent, and conclude vpon ſuch matters, as in the ſaid Parliament ſhall then and there, of 
the Common Counſell of the Kealme (by Gods fanour )happen to be oꝛdained.
